The Dark Day in Canada, 


Th some interosting»and graphic reminis- 

cenoos of Montreal sixty years ogo, Mr, J. 
| Ht. Dorwin writes to the Montreal Star as 
follows 


“What was the strarigest occurence of 
that time, or rather the strangont thing that | 
ever happened in the history of this country, | 
won what has always been known as the| 
‘Phenomenon of 1819," On the morning of | 
Sunday, November 8, 1819, the sun roso | 
upon a cloudy aky, which assumed, ax the 
light grew upon it, a strange greenish tint, 
varying in places to an inky darknons, Aft 

a short time the whole sky became terribly 
dark, dense black clouds filling the atmon- 
Phere, and there followed a heavy shower of 
rain, which appeared to be something of the | 
nature of soapsuds, and was found to have 
doposited after settling a substance in all ite 
qualitios resembling soot. Late in the after 
noon the sky cleared to its natural aspect, 
and the noxt day was fine and frosty. On 
the morning of ‘Tuesday the 10th, heavy 

clouds again covered the sky, and changed 
rapidly from a deop green to a pitchy black, 
and the sun, Whon occasionally seen through 
thom, was sometimes of a dark brown or an 
unearthly ye color, and again bright 
orango, and even blood red. ‘Che clouds 
constantly deepened in color and density, 
and later on a heavy vapor soomed to descend 
to the earth, and the day became almost as 
dark as night, the gloom increasing and dim- 
inishing most fitfully. At noon lights had 
to he burned in the court-house, the banks, 
and public offices of the city,’ Everybody 
was more or less alarmed, and many were 
tho conjectures as te he cause of the remark- 
Able occurence. The more sensible thought 
hat immense woods or prairies were on fire 
somewhere to the west; others said that a 
ea volcano must have broken out in the 
‘rovince ; still others asserted that our 
mountain was an extinct crater about to re- 
siune operations and to make of the city a 
second Pompeii ; the superstitious quoted an 
old Indian prophecy that one day the Island 
of Montreal was to be destroyed by ‘on earth- 
quake, and some eyen cried that the world 
was about to core to an end, 

“About the middle of the afternoon a great 
hody of clouds seemed to rush suddenly 
over the city, aud the darkness became that 
of night. A pause and hush fora moment 
or two succeeded, and then one of the most 
glaring flashes of lightning ever beheld 
flamed over the country, necompanied by a 
clap of thunder which seemed to shake the 
city to its foundations. Another pause fol- 
lowed, and then came a light shower of rain 
of the same soapy and sooty nature as that 


of two days before. After that it appeared 
to grow brighter, but an hour later it was 
48 dark as ever, Another rush of clouds 
came, and another vivid flash of lightning, 
which was seen to strike the spire of the old 
French parish church and to play curiously 
about the large iron cross at its summit be- 
fore descending to the ground. A moment 
later came the climax of the day, Every 
bell in the city suddenly rang out the alarm 
of firo, and the affrighted citizens rushed out 
from their houses into the streets and made 
their way in the gloom toward the church, 
until Place d’Armes was crowded with 
people; their nerves all unstrung by the aw- 
ul events of the day, gazing at, but. scarce- 
ly daring to approach the strange sight 
before them. The sky above and around 
was as black as ink, but right in one spot in 
mid-air above thom was the summit of the 
spire, with the lightning playing about it 
shining like a sun. Directly the great iron 
cross, together with the ball at its foot, fell 
to the ground with acrash, and was shivered 
to pieces. But the darkest hour comes just 
before the dawn, The glow aboye gradually 
subsided and died out, the people grew less 
fearful and returned to their homes, the real 
night came on, and when next mornin, 
dawned everything was bright and clear, and 
the world was as natural as before, The 
pheppmenon was noticed in a greater or less 
degree from Quebec to Kingston, and far into 
the States, but Montreal seemed its centre. 
Tt has never yet been explained.”

Wandoring Noodles. 


The London Lancet observes that the 
vagaries of needles which have been intro- 
duced in the body, and have escaped im- 
mediate removal, haye in all ages attracted 
the attention of collectors of the marvellous 
in medicine, Hildanus related an instance 
of a woman who swallowed several pins and 
passed them six years afterward; but a 
more remarkable instance of prolonged de- 
tention was recorded by Stephenson of De- 
troit—that of a lady, agedseventy-five, who 
last year passed by the urethra, after some 
months’ symptoms of yesical irritation, a pin 
which she had swallowed while picking her 
tecth with it in the year 1835—forty two 
years previously, Occasional pain in the 
throat was the immediate symptom, but in 
1845 she was seized with severe gastric pain 
which passed away, and she had no symp- 
toms until hematura in 1876. This curious 
tolerance of such foreign bodies exhibited by 
the tissues is often observed in lunatic asy- 
lums, M. Silvy recorded some years ago 
the case of a woman who had a penchant for 
pins and needles so strong that she made 
them, in effect, part of her daily diet, and 
after her death 1,400 or 1,500 were removed 
from various parts of the body, 

Another case almost as striking has beon 
recorded by Dr. Gillette—that of a girl in 
whom, from time to time, needles were 


found beneath the skin, which they perfor- 
ated, and were removed by the fingers or 
forceps. Concerning the way in which they 
had got into her system no information could 
be extracted from her. She was carefully 
watched, and in the course of cighteen 
months no less than 320 needles were ex- 
tracted, all being of the same size. Most 
were black and oxidized, but some had re- 
tained their polish, ‘The majority were wn- 
broken. ‘They passed out of various parts of 
the body above the diaphragm in the same 
direction, The largest number which escap- 
ed ina single day Was 61, A curious phe- 
nomenon preceded the escape of each needle. 
For some hours the pain was severe, and 
there was considerable fever, She then felt 
asharp pain, like lightning in the tissues, 
and on looking at the place at which this 
pin had been felt, the head of the needle 
generally found projecting, ‘Tho needles in- 
variably came out head foremost. No bleed- 
ing was occasioned, and not the least trace 
of inflammationfollowed. Thedoctorinattend 
ance oxtractod 318. ‘They were someti 
held firmly, and seemed to be contained in a 
sort of indurated canal. It was conjectured 
that they had been swallowed with suicidal 
intentions ; but, on the other hand, the way 
in which the noodles escaped in series, and 
their direction with the head outwards, sug- 
gosted that they had been introduced 
through the skin. 

That little weight is to be attached to the 
pace at which tho nécdles excapo as proof of 
their mode of introduction is evident from a 
case recorded by Villars, of a girl who swal- 
lowed a large number of pins and noodles, 
and two years afterward, during a period of 
nine months, 200 passed out of the hand, 
arm, axilla, side of thorax, abdomen, and 
thigh, all on the left sic The pins, curi- 
ously, escaped more rapidly and with less 
pain than the needles, Many years ago a 
caso was recorded by Dr, Otto, of Copen- 
hagon, in which 495 needles passed through 
tho akin of a hysterical girl, who had pros 
bably swallowed thom during a hysterical 
paroxyam ; but these all emerged in the 
regions below tho level of the diaphragm, 
and wore collected in groups, which gave 
riso to inflammatory swellings of some size. 
One of these contained 100 needles, Quite 
recently Dr, Biggar described before the 
Socioty of Surgery of Dablin a case in which 
more than 300 noodles were removed from 
the body of a woman {who died in conse: 
quence of their presence. It ix vory remark~ 
ablo in how few cases the neodloa were the 
cause of death, and how. slight an interfor- 
ence with function their 
mentcauso, From timetotimetheirdetection 
by t magnetic noodle in proposod aa a novel- 
ty; but, aa De.

Ho bade the eternal walls of Linbon Five 
A near view of Lisbon streets, while it 
dispels in a certain degree the vision-like en- 
chantment of the distant picture, brings out 
details of never-ceasing interest. | We spend 
our days in long walks and driyes up and 
down mountainous streets, that wink and 
climb, criss-cross, angle, and lose them. 
selves in labyrinthine tangles, blind alleys, 
or pleasant squares, We wonder alike at 
the bizarre costumes of the lower classes, and 
the similarity to American—or rather Pari- 
sian—styles displayed by the more well-to- 
do. Wo saunter along the quays, and xtndy 
fishermen and Gallogos, Woe look up at the 
balconies draped with a bright rug or gay 
shawl, at the party-colored awnings “and 
windows, where a beautiful face shows 
against a dark background like a Rembrant- 
esque portrait. We scan the attractive

‘Wait.’ As with the engine-driver, 80 
with all the rest of tho railway staff—they 
must always assume that things are wrong 
until they are proved to be right.

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An Electric Railway in London, 


One of the novelties at the Crystal Palace 
on Easter Monday was the opening of an 
electrical ri matructed by the Societe 
Anonyme d’Electricite, of Brussels, on the 
Siemens system. On the upper terrace of the 
Palace grounds, overlooking the charming 
scenery of Sydenham, a miniature circular 
line of railway, consisting of three lines of 
metals, has been laid down, surrounding one 

namental ponds, and asmall wooden 
cted beside it as a passenger station. 
On this railway, which is about 300 metres 
in length, and oe a gauge of about 50 centi- 
metres, or 19 inches between the outer 
rails, stands the electrical locomotive. Its 
length is about four feet, ita breath about a 
metre, its height about as much, and its 
weight some three-quarters of a ton, It is, 
in fact, a Siemens dynamo-electric machine, 
neatly boxed in, and mounted on a truck 
with four metal wheels, and proyided with a 
brake and alarm bell for its control by the 
man in charge. A stationary engine of about 
eight horse power nominal, ina shed about 
thirty yards from the railway line, drives o 
stationary dynamo-olectric machine from 
which the electro-motive current is primaril: 
obtained, ‘Two wires are connected with 
this fixed dynamo-machine. By one of them 
the current flowing out is conveyed to the 
mid-rail of the railway, to which it ix attached ) 
by an iron plate bolted on. The second or | 
return wire is attached to the exterior rail of | 
the railway. ‘The mid-rail is supported upon | 
wood blocks, and is thus in a certain degree 
insulated. 

Beneath the electric locomotive a brush of 
iron ps sweeps the mid-rail, and the elec- 
trical current is thus taken up into the loco- 
motive, where it passes through the mounted 
Siemens machine within it, the large bobbin 
of which is thereby caused to revolve, and 
tho curront passing away by the whools of 
the truck to tho intorlor rails of the road, is 
conveyed back to the stationary dynamo- 
machine, As the current thus circulates, 
and the bobbin of the mounted machine re- 
volves, it drives the four wheels of the truck 
as the locomotive moves on, hauling after it 
a load of nearly three tons with ease at the 
npood we have named. ‘The electrical loco- 
motive is easily managed ; by applying tho 
brake the eloctro-motive current is cut off as 
a driving powe vols are at tho 
game ti lly skidded. By rever- 
sing the curr omotive can be driven 
in either di n, as desired,

Mr. Qox having proviously orranged 
for a visit to Midland by a number of 
Toronto's loading citizens on Thursday, 
Oth, at his invitation a party was made 
up at Port Hope, Peterborough and 
Lindsay to join the Toronto party at 
Woodville, nod accompany them from 
there to Midland and back, 

The party from Peterborough consist-

P. for North Hastings, 
and Mr Wills, county treasurer of Has- 
tings. This portion of the party left 
here by the ular morning train for 
Millbrook, where they met the special 
from Port Hope with Messrs, Lewis 
Ross, Col, Williams, M. P,,'T. M. Ben- 
son, W. Garnett, H. H. Barnham, H. 
Barrett, G, Wilson, OC. Stewart, 
Powers, W. Preston and W. B. FE 
son on board, At Lindsay the party 
was joined by Messrs. Taylor, Matchett, 
McKibbon, Judge Dean, 0. B. L. Por 
teus, of the Bunk of Moutreal, S. A, 
MeMarty, of the Onturio bank, Muguire, 
Dundas, Col. Deacon, Capt. Ross, Flood, 
Walters and Burr, Shortly after the 
arrival of the train at Woodville, the 
Toronte party arrived by special on the 
Nipissing, and consisted of the following 
gentlemen; Wm.

Fire in Quebec—Loss $2,000,000, 


Tho greatest fire Quebec has seen sinc 
1876, and which is almont if not altogether 
as large ax the one which occurred then, took 
place on Wednosday of last week Over 
700 buildings were destroyoil and five live 
lost. ‘Tho cause of the fire is not exactly 
known, but an evening paper alleges that it 


arose from the stump end of a cigar having 
been thrown in a briekyard from a house of 
assignation on Latourello street. ‘The! 


theory most generally credited is that it 
was started in the stable of Laporiere, a 
cartor, by accident, ‘his building ia at the | 


corner of Ste, Marie and St. Olivier streets, | 
In the onthuildingu were six or seven horses, 
ull of which were destroyed, Most of the| 


sufferers on this occasion are of a respect 
able class of people, such as clerks, book 
koopors, ete, ‘The loss for them ia very 
heavy, but not seriously #0, 


The rumors circulated us to the loss of 
life were not believed at first, but now it 
Appears that five lives were lost. ‘lwo 
bodies have already been recovered, those 
of My. and Mrs, Hardy. Mrs. George Lax 
periore and two children are missing, and 
are also beiieved to have perished in the 
flames. The discovery of the first remain 
was made by some men whiloromoving rub- 
bish from the site of some ruins, when they | 
suddenly came on a human bead so burnt 
as to be hardly recognizable, It proved to 
be that of lary, 

Nothing but chimneys and 

n in the bi listrict, which covers 
amile of ground. ‘The heavy stone walls 
show evidence of the extreme heat, being 
changed froma grey to white colour, and 
are crambling to picces, Tn many instances 
the whole side of a house fell in at onc 
The raila of the St. John street railway in 
many places are bent, rising a foot from 
their position, 

It is believed that this fire is equal, if not 
yorse, it 'y point to that of 1876. It is 
certain that it exceeds it in that there iso 
ater amount of valuable property des- 
troyed. The number of houses burnt 
estitathed at from 700 to 800, aud the total 
loas in the vicinity of one and a-half million 
dollars. Several minor accidents are re- 
parted and one woman is “known to have 
hoon burnt. A relief ‘committee will be 
formed and subscription lists started for the 
aid of the snfferers, most of whom are of 
the poorer clas: 

When the fire was first discovered no 
water was to be had, as it was turned o1 
the lower town, In Quebec the upper par! 
of the city is supplied with water during 
one portion of the day, and the lower dur- 
ing another portion, and even then the 
water is not evenly distributed, as in some 
wards it ig turned on at different hours 
from others, owing to a defective system, 
Tt takes about half an hour to turn the water 
from one part of the city to another, and 
during this half hour the flames had full 
play and made terrible headway. All at- 
tention was dire to the spot were the 
gration started, and none was paid 
fow minutes to the fact that the strong 
wind was carrying the shingles off the roof 
of the burning house to other quarters. 
Thus the roof of a large brick building about 
200 yards off was in a blaze before any par- 
ticular notice was paid to it, and by the 
time the water was turned on the conflagra- 
tion had assumed proportions that defied 
all efforts to subdue, 

There were eight hundred buildings de- 
stroyed in all, representing some 1,100 
families, or nine thousand homeless people. 
The scene of desolation as these wandered 
about the city, or stood guard over 
their scanty remuant of household furniture 
on the fields, was distressingin the extreme. 
Many were half clad—the children especi-

The czar of Russia is reported as com- 
plotely broken down, Correspondents who 
visited Gatschina recently say itis pitiable 
to sce what a wreck this man of herculean 
frame has become since his father's murder. 
It was thonght at first he would defy the 
Nihilists, and when he appe 
twice at reviews and oth 
his brave, manly 
plause from the people; but since he issued

Large rewards were offered, 
and certain citizens of Salem formed an na- 
sociation to discover the criminal, but moro 
than ao month clasped ere any clue was ob- 
tained. At length, on May 15, a Mr, J. J. 
Knapp, of Salem, got by mail a aayaarcus 
black railing letter, which he could not in 
tho least comprehend and handed to tho 
Vigilance Committeo, ‘This letter proved to 
have come“from one Palmer, an ex-convict, 
to whom it had some time before been pro- 
posed to commit the crime. When Palmer 
Read that the deed had been done, he wrote 
to J. J. Knapp, Jr., on the assumption of his 
having been concerned in it, but omitting to 
ut ‘* Junior,” the senior Knapp took the 
etter, and thus helped to hang his own son. 
The men concerned in the crime proyed to 
be the two sons of Mr. Knapp and Richard 
Crowninshield, Joseph Knapp, the younger 
brother, had ARI the daughter of Mra. 
Bickford, niece of the murdered man, If 
White died intestate Mrs. Bickford would 
haye inherited a large share of his property. 
Joseph Knapp had reason to believe that 
White had made a will unfavorable to his 
mother-in-law, His object, therefor, was to 
steal the will, and by murdering its maker to 
prevent his making another, Ho succeeded 
only to find that there was another later will 
of which ho knew nothing. The Knapps 
wore hanged. Crowninshield hanged him- 
self, This and the Parkman-Webster caso 
are decidedly the two most exciting and ab- 
sorbing murder cases the UnitedStates haseyver 
known. ‘The whole country rang with them, 
and those old enough to remember assert 
that the degree of interest in tho first, in 
which Danicl Webster made such oxtraor-

Tho Pauporizing of English Labor. 


The Macmillans haye lately published a 
volume of thoughtful sermons by the Vicar 
of Granborough, England. In the introduc- 
tion to the volume, the author insists upon 
the duty of the church to take a more active 
part in trying to ameliorate the condition of 
the English poor. Ho says: “I am the 
vicar of a rural parish in which more than 70 
of the population are potential paupe 
that is to say, that out of some families in 
the village, more than 50 are cither actual 
or prospective recipients of the bounty of 
the poor law. I have not a single laboring 
man past work in my parish who is not 
cither in the workhouso or in receipt of out- 
door relief. When I lived among Sheflicld 
workmen I used sometimes to come across 
people who asserted that they would rathor 
starve than receive parish pay. I have never 
even heard of such a case in Buckingham- 
shire. I fear I have hardly a laborer in my 
parish who, if he were sick or out of work, 
would not welcome the visit of the relieving 
officer. Failing the ‘wages of work,’ the 
Bucks laborer learns to think of the wages of 
the parish’ as his of right. . We 
have fifty cottages, but have not one laborer's 
home with threo bedrooms, Wo have 
seventeen with only one. Our death rate, 
which is generally so accurate an index of 
social condition, sounds satisfactory ; it is 
only 18 per 1,000 ; but then one-third of our 
deaths are infants under tho age of 1. I need 
not, however, multiply deplorable statistics 
of that kind.”

Music of Insecta, 


Tn his paper entitled ‘Another World 
Down Here,” W. M. Williams suggests that 
insects are probably acquainted with a whole 
world of Fryaioal facts of which we are 
utterly ignorant, Our auditory apparatus 
supplics us with a kuowledge of sounds, 
What are these sounds? They are vibra- 
tions -of matter which are capable of pro- 
ducing corresponding or sympathetic vibra- 
tions of the drums, of our ears or the bones of 
our skull, When we carefully examine the 
subject, and count the number of vibrations 
that produce our world of sounds of varying 
pitch, we find that the human ear can only 
Sees toa limited range of such vibrations. 
If they exceed three thousand per second the 
sound becomes too shrill for average people 
to hear it, though some exceptional ears can 
take up pulsations or waves that exceed each 
other more rapidly than this, , 
Reasoning from the analogy of stretched 
strings and membranes, and of air vibrating 
in tubes, etc., we are justified in concluding 
that the smaller the drum ov tube the higher 
will be the note it produces when agitated, 


and the smaller and the more rapid 
the aerial wave to which it will 
respond, ‘The drums of insect ears, and the 


tubes, ete., connected with them, are so 
minute that their world of sounds probably 
begins where ours ceases; that what appears 
to us as a continuous sound is to them a 
series of separated blows, just as vibrations 
of ten or twelve per second appear separated 
tous. We begin to hear such vibrations as 
continuous sounds when they amount to about 
thirty per second. The insect’s continuous 
sound probably begins beyond three thousand, 
‘The Wie-bottte may thus enjoy a whole 
world of exquisite music of which we know 
nothing.

Tho Manufacture of Plato Glass. 
Pittsburg Telegraph, 
To cast, roll, polish, and burnish plate 
gl requires machinery of peculiar con- 
struction, and a ‘‘plant” that is costly by 
reason of its complex nature. The pouring 
of liquid glass from the furnace upon the 
cast iron plates, and the subsequent rolling, 
are processes comparatively simple. Any 
housekeeper who has used a rolling-pin on a 


batch of pie-crust dough, performs an opera- 
o-glass 


tion very similar to this stage of y 
making. It is the succeeding proce: 
grinding and polishing and final burs 
that require timo and coutly mechanism. 
After leaving te rolls and bed plate the 
glass is seth and rough, and only fit for 
gratings or skylights. Each plate must be 
transferred to machines that resemble the 
urn-tables of a railway. On the revolving 
platform the glass is cemented into a bed of 
plaster of Paris, and the machine started. 
Bearing heavily on the surface of the glass 
are blocks of metal, and while in motion the 
surfaces aro kept supplied with sharp sand 
and a constant stream of water. The next 
stago of the glass-grinding process is tho 
same.as to machinery, but instead of sand 
coarse emery is used. ‘Then finer emery is 
used in another revolving table, and so on for 
half a dozen times, ‘The final polishing is 
done by heavy reciprocating devices, fod 
with rouge, and maintaining a constant back 
and forward motion, and also a lateral 
movement over the surface of the crystal. 
All this requ the assistance of a largo 
force of men, many of them skilled laborers. 
Aftor going through those different grindings 
and polishings the plate that measured an 
inch in thicknoss is only three-quarters of an 
inch thick, has lost all its roa ii tas and is 
ready for the show-window of 
chaser.

Mr. Sanders, of St, Potersburg

coal tar anew substance which, in many 
cases, takes the place of india rubber 
with advantage, It ia prepared in the fol- 
lowing manner: A given weight of a mix- 


ture in equal parts of wood oil and coal tar 
oil, or of coal tar and hemp oil, is heated for 
several hours, at a temperature of 318 de- 
grees Falirenhelt, so aa to disengage the in- 
jurious substances and increase the viscosity 
of the mass until it may be drawn out in 
threads. Asecond quantity, equal to the 
formor, of linseod oil, preferably thickened 
by boiling, is now added, and also from one 
tiventioth to one-tenth per cent, of ozokerit 
with alittle apermaceti, In the meanwhil 
the mass is kept at a uniformly high temper- 
ture for some hours, when from one-fifth to 
one-half part of sulphur por cent is added, 
after which the product is molded or othe 
wise worked in the same manner as india 
rubber, ‘Tho proportions of the three oils 
named above may be variod ao as to obtain a 
hardor or a more olastic substance, as may 
he uired. The product is elastic and 
tenacious, standing tho weathor better than 
india rubber, and is not deteriorated by great 
sreasure or high temporature, It is said to 
by apocially suitable for the insulation of 
tolograph Wires, and may be em toy alone 
or mixed with india rabber or similar resin 
ous substances,

As for the Nihilists, despite every investi- 
gation, all that is known—and this is the 
only reassuring thing—is that they haye no 
accomplices in the army or the real nobility 
nor among the peasantry, They are almost 
exclusively recruited among the declassea, 
especially the young men, whose unsatisfied 
ambition stimulates a fanaticism carried to 
an incredible pitch. Thus at some previous 
executions the culprits scandalized the peas- 
ants by their irreligion. The watchword 
was given, and at the last executions the 
culprits showed respect for the cross in their 
last moments, ‘This was obedience in the 
highest degree. 

t will be difficult to overcome Nihilism, 
because it is organized in small groups con- 
nected only by one member with each other, 
so that even those enrolled do not know 
members of other branches. Thus on the 
day of the assassination there can be no 
doubt that the famous mine which was dis- 
covered was unconnécted with the group 
that performed the assassination, and that 
its purpose was not to blow up the Emperor, 
but to stop his carriage and to afford time to 
assassinate him, after the fashion of the 
haycart which stopped Gen. Prim’s carriage 
at Madrid, For instance, it is known that 
every Nihilist is now obliged not to absent 
himself from his dwelling more than twelve 
hours at atime.

Deafnoss as a Causo of Railway Risks. 


Dr, Lawrence Turnbull, of Philadelphia, 
lately read a paper before’ the Pennsylvania 
Medical Society, calling attention to the haz- 
ards to life and Property due_to deafness on 
the part of railroad men. Locomotive en- 
incers, firemen, and conductors, he said, are 
jable to affections of the car, with decrease 
of hearing, such deafness appearing to be, in 
his estimation, more dangerous than color 
blindness as regards the signal code, because 
the latter is usually a congenital defect 
which can be defined precisely before the in 
dividuals are placed on active duty, while 
the deafness is an acquired disease, but slow 
in its approach and sometimes unknown to 
the person affected: and a cold or injury di- 
minishes the hearing more, or destroys it 
completely, if it is not properly and prompt- 
ly treated. 

After citing cases which came under his 
personal notice, and referring to the reports 
of Professor 8, Moos, of Heidelberg, with re- 
spect to cases of railway accidents through 
deafness, Dr, Turnbull dwelt at length upon 
the evidence collected by Ludwig Hirt. 

In order to gain an unprejudiced opinion, 
Hirt trayelled repeatedly on the locomotive. 
His longest uninterrupted journey covered 
Snglish miles, He notes the following 
causes which act on engineers and firemen 
when travelling: First, the violent 
sion; second, the uninterrupted straining of 
the eye and ear; third, the cutting air (less 
noticeable on the engines provided with a 
protecting roof); fourth, the continuous erect 
position; fifth, the frequent change of tem- 
perature. The occasional troublesome cr 
noxious influences are dust and irrespirable 
and poisonous gases. Hirt observed on him- 
self and young firemen an increased tie- 
quency of pulse and respiration, pain in the 
knees and the calves of the legs, exhaustion, 
weariness, and excessive thirst and nausea, 


which, however, soon Bisa ppeac. Whenever 
he travelled thirty-five to fifty miles without 


a stop, vertigo was perceived, associated 
with violent roaring in the cars, and he felt 
the urgent need of something to cling to, In 
addition to those symptoms, we have in the 
case of engineers and firemen the mental ox- 
ertion of the most careful watchfulness and 
uninterrupted exertion of the higher organs 
of ne) Regarding the results of long years 
of travelling on the engine, Hirt says that. 
taking allin all, an engineer who averages 
seventy-five miles daily, or, in round num- 


her arms, are the Iatest fashion. The large 
bouquets of natdral flowers worn over the 
breast are also a fashion of Mile, Bernhardt’s 
creation, and are worn by her both on the 
stage and in the street, even over large gar- 
ments.

The minorit however, 
in whom we sce the disastrous results of 
their calling, must not be forgotten. 

Dr. Turnbull recommended that all candi- 
dates for railway servico should be examin- 
ed by a competent physician, who should 
test thom with special reference to their 
hearing. He also advised that the com- 
pany’s physician should report to the super: 
intendent of the road every case of deafness 
discovered in trainmen, provision bein, 
made for the transference of men of impatred

pounds. ‘They harpoon them, and some, 
times a big one will tow a boat all day be» 
fore you can get near it, Some people call 
them basking sharks, from their habit of 
slooping on the top of the water, but they 
are best known as bone # T_ heard of 
one that towed a top-sailod schooner of a 
hundred tons, with all sails sot, againat a 
gulo of wind for three hours, Sometimes 
they ran in around the Grand Banks and 
get caught, About four barrels of oil is the 
avorago from a good-sized follow. In Lon- 
don some years ago « showman made a good 
deal of money showing what he called a sea 
serpent, but ono of the British Musoum men 
came in one day, and said the wea serpent 
was a big shark, and so it was, too, Tho 
showman had been a sailor once, and seon 
them at tho fisherios in the Orknoy Islands, 
80 he bought the back-bones of two and put 
thom together somehow, and then called it a 
snake, and along one it was, over ninety 
feet I believe. 

“ My uhark fishing was all done near New 
Smyrna, Florida, Some sharks would gi 
half a barrel of oil, but they were generally 
under fifteen fect. We sold the skin for 
little or nothing, and a good many back 
bones were sold for canes. Run a steol rod 
into them, and they take a fine polish, 
These and the jaws were often sold to tour- 
ists who came over to catch a shark, ond 
they'd carry them home with ‘em as troph- 
jew Some of ‘em who would catch a shark 
all alone got more than thoy bargained for, 
for we usually hired fifteon or twenty dark- 
ies to do the pulling and hauling, and camp- 
ed out during the months of July, August and 
September, moving up and down whenover 
the biting was poor. We carried our pots 
and things along and tried out the livers, 
and shipped the oil by a smack up to Ferr 
andina, where it was all bought by one man. 
I don't know what he did with ‘it, Some 
said ho sold it for cod liver oil, Weused a 
regular hook and line, only it was a rope, 
and the hook was a foot long, and made 
fast to the line by o three foot chain, Fish 
bait was the best—sea trout, something like 
our steak fish. We kept about twenty of 
these lines over all the time at regular distan- 
ces along the beach wherever the water deep- 
ened quick from the shore. All the lines 
were about fifty yards long, and, after they 
were thrown out, they were caught round a 
stick: so when one of these sticks went 
down we knew there was a bite, and three 
men would take the line. Perhaps you'd 
hardly believe it, but sharks bite as softly 
at first as a small fish. It's exciting sport, 
if you don't have too much of it. You must 
have about fifty feet of slack, and when you 
feel the line shake and quiver like, you want 
to slack out, Sometimes they fool over the 
bait, but generally o big shark will nose it 
once or twice, and then pick it up and move 
off, swallowing the bait as he goes, You 
want to give him about fifteen feet of rope, 
and then take a brace, and when he hauls 
the line taut all jerk together. Then the 
work commences—fun, some people call it. 
As soon as he feels the hook he makes a 
rush that would often start ten or fifteen 
men, and I’ve seen five jerked into the wat- 
er on the start. Up and down he goes, 
sometimes jumping into the air and trying 
to shake out the hook, and some old fellows 
will swim right for you and try to bite the 
line, 

“‘T remember one young fellow—he call- 
ed himself an athlete—who came down

The idea has hitherto prevailed quite gen- 
rally that for purposes of «disinfection we 
should seek to prevent, in so far as may be 
possible, any fermentation or putrefaction in 
accumulations of filth, To this end a great 
Variety of powerful chemical agents have 
been resorted to, such as copperas, chloride 
i, permanganate of potash, carbolic 
and sulphurous acids and so forth, which act * 
by destroying the bacteria, or other organ: 
isms which cause decay. Prof, Aloxander ; 
Mueller, of Berlin, has now prepared an en- 
tirely different method of procedure. He 
has recently patented a process for purifying 
drain-water which consists in syatematically 
cultivating theroin vigorous yenat-like organ 
jams, which feed upon the matters that 
the people at! would become offensive or dangerous if left 
nAned, to themselves.
